COKER 


LISONBEE 


Coker  Lisonbee  was  born  in  Chesterfield  District,  South  Caro¬ 
lina  on  April  8,  1804.  Tradition  says  that  he  was  raised  by  his 
grandfather. 

He  moved  into  St.  Clair  Co.,  Alabama  and  married  Mary  Ann  Cal- 
laham  on  February  1,  1825  by  A.  Sloane,  Justice  Of  The  Peace.  Mary 
Ann  was  the  daughter  of  Hugh  Callaham  and  Sarah  Dobbins. 

Coker  and  Mary  lived  in  Northeastern  Alabama  for  about  ten 
years.  Rachel  Jane  Pinkney  was  born  13  Dec.  1825.  John  Coker  was 
born  10  Jan.  1828.  Hugh  Dobbins  was  born  30  May  1830  in  Ashville, 
St.  Clair  Co.,  Alabama.  William  L.  was  born  about  1832.  The  fam¬ 
ily  then  went  to  live  in  Pickens  County,  Alabama.  Here  a  daughter, 
Frances  M.  was  born  about  1835.  Mary  Ann  Frances  was  born  27  Feb. 
1837.  James  Thompson  was  born  15  Nov.  1839.  The  family  moved 
next  to  Pontotoc,  Mississippi.  Here  William  Washington  was  born 
20  Aug.  1842.  Alva  Curtis  was  born  8  Feb.  1845. 

Coker  and  Mary  heard  the  Gospel  in  the  Fall  of  1845  in  Ponto¬ 
toc,  Mississippi,  and  Coker  was  baptized  here.  In  the  Spring  of 
1846  he  took  all  his  family,  except  the  oldest  girl,  Jane,  who  had 
married  James  Addison  Dean,  to  join  the  Saints  in  Nauvoo.  They  ar¬ 
rived  in  Nauvoo  on  26  March  1846.  Here  Mary  Ann,  his  wife,  and 
their  sons  John  Coker  and  Hugh  Dobbins  were  baptized  on  the  West 
side  of  the  Mississippi  River,  across  from  Nauvoo,  behind  the  old 
stone  house  the  30  March  1846. 

Three  days  after  arriving  at  Nauvoo,  the  family  began  their 
journey  with  the  Saints  until  they  reached  Bonapart,  Iowa  on  the 
Des  Moines  River.  Here  they  met  messengers  from  Council  Bluffs, 
sent  by  Pres.  Brigham  Young,  advising  the  Saints  to  scatter  out 
and  go  to  work,  since  the  season  was  too  far  advanced  to  undertake 
the  remainder  of  the  journey  to  the  Valley  of  the  Mountains. 

The  family  stayed  in  the  vicinity  of  Alexandria,  Clark  County, 
Missouri.  Here  Joseph  Y.  was  born  6  April  1847.  Coker  then  moved 
to  the  mouth  of  Des  Moines  River  to  find  work  cutting  timbers  in 
the  snow.  He  became  ill  from  exposure  and  died  13  Dec.  1848.  His 
son,  John  Coker,  had  returned  to  Mississippi  because  of  ill  health. 
Word  reached  the  family  that  John  Coker  died  22  Nov.  1848  in  De  So¬ 
to  County,  Mississippi,  11  days  before  his  father.  Joseph  Y.  died 
in  Feb.  1849  in  Alexandria,  Clark  Co.,  Missouri. 

The  support  of  the  family  now  fell  upon  the  second  son,  Hugh 
Dobbins  Lisonbee,  who  was  then  a  lad  of  18  years.  The  family  re¬ 
mained  in  the  vicinity. 


In  the  Fall  of  1849  the  wife,  Mary  Ann  Callaham  Lisonbee,  mar¬ 
ried  a  man  by  the  name  of  Peter  Nicoll,  a  widower.  As  he  was  in 
no  position  to  go  West  at  the  time,  Hugh  Dobbins  Lisonbee  and  three 
Nicoll  step-brothers  started  for  California  in  the  Spring  of  1850. 
Their  objective  was  to  raise  funds  to  bring  the  family  to  Utah. 
Arriving  in  Salt  Lake  City  Sept.  2,  1850,  they  found  such  prosper¬ 
ous  conditions  that  they  decided  to  go  no  further  West,  but  to 
settle  in  Springville.  With  the  help  of  the  step-brothers,  Hugh 
Dobbins  made  the  first  adobes  ever  made  there,  enough  to  erect  an 
adobe  building  in  the  Fort.  This  gave  the  boys  the  name  of  "Adobe 
Boys" . 

Finding  it  impossible  to  raise  the  needed  funds  for  bringing 
the  rest  of  the  family  to  Utah,  the  boys  decided  in  the  Fall  of 
1851  to  continue  on  to  California.  Traveling  by  what  was  then 
known  as  the  Southern  Route,  they  reached  the  Mines  of  Calvaras 
County  in  the  early  part  of  April  1852.  Here  they  remained  15 
months,  working  at  placer  mining,  and  sent  their  money  home  by  ex¬ 
press.  After  having  accomplished  their  purpose,  Hugh  and  one  step¬ 
brother,  Alexander  Nicoll  returned  to  Utah.  Reaching  Ogden,  they 
met  the  father,  Peter  Nicoll,  who  was  following  them  to  California. 
Mr.  Nicoll  continued  the  journey  toward  California  alone.  Soon 
after  reaching  his  destination,  he  began  mining  and  was  killed  al¬ 
most  instantly  by  a  cave-in  which  buried  him  beneath  a  mass  of 
earth. 

The  boys  arrived  at  Salt  Lake  on  Aug.  23,  1853.  On  Sept.  1, 
Hugh  Dobbins  started  back  to  where  his  mother  and  the  rest  of  the 
family  awaited  him.  He  traveled  from  Salt  Lake  to  Independence, 

Mo.  with  the  U.S.  Mail,  and  then  to  De  Soto  County,  Miss,  where 
the  family  had  moved  since  the  departure  of  the  step-father  from 
them  in  Alexandria,  Clark  Co.,  Missouri. 

Hugh  Dobbins  moved  the  family  to  Alexandria,  Mo.  where  they 
stayed  the  winter.  During  the  winter,  Hugh  Dobbins  made  a  visit 
to  Northeastern  Alabama,  the  land  of  his  birth,  to  visit  with  his 
mother's  relatives  and  gather  genealogy. 

In  March  1854,  with  his  mother  and  her  4  children,  Mary  Ann 
Frances,  James  Thompson,  William  Washington,  and  Alva  Curtis,  the 
young  man,  who  had  been  so  faithful  in  taking  his  father's  place, 
started  again  toward  the  West.  They  all  reached  Provo  on  Aug.  7, 
1854,  except  the  sister,  Mary  Ann  Frances,  who  had  married  Alfred 
Wilson  Ruby  at  Ft.  Laramie,  Hfyo.,  June  26,  1854.  Hugh,  now  twenty- 
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four  years  old,  found  himself  a  wife.  He  married  Elma  Haymond,  28 
Sept.  1854. 

Mary  Ann  Callaham  Lisonbee  spent  the  remainder  of  her  life 
living  with  her  children.  She  was  blind  for  several  years.  She 
was  a  small  woman  with  red  hair.  She  did  considerable  Temple  Work 
for  her  departed  relatives.  She  died  20  March  1889  in  Circleville, 
Utah.

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LORENZO  JOHNSON 


Lorenzo  Johnson,  son  of  Didgymus  and  Rheuana  Stephens  Johnson, 
■was  horn  April  17 ,  1813  in  Haddam,  Middlesex  Co.,  Connecticut.  He 
was  the  twelfth  child.  His  parents  had  thirteen  children  -  nine 
boys  and  four  girls.  (Lorenzo's  great-grandfather,  Stephen  John¬ 
son,  came  to  Connecticut  before  the  Revolutionary  War,  and  was  one 
of  the  first  settlers  in  Middlesex  County,  1732.) 

In  1832  Lorenzo  married  Mary  Lyman  who  was  a  widow  of  his 
brother  William.  In  1835  he  left  Connecticut  and  went  to  Michigan 
where  he  took  up  a  homestead  and  farm.  He  worked  on  the  first 
railroad  that  was  built  in  that  state. 

He  joined  the  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints  in 
1837  in  Kirtland ,  Ohio,  and  in  1845,  moved  his  family  to  Nauvoo, 
Illinois.  The  next  year  he  moved  to  Garden  Grove  where  he  farmed 
and  did  jobs  until  1852.  Then  he  sold  his  land  and  bought  an  out¬ 
fit  to  start  his  journey  to  Salt  Lake. 

He  had  a  very  good  outfit,  consisting  of  a  team  of  horses  and 
a  wagon  which  he  and  his  brother.  Captain  Aaron  Johnson,  made.  I 
have  been  told  that  the  wagon  did  not  have  a  scrap  of  iron  in  it. 
The  wheels  had  rawhide  for  tires  and  the  wagon-bed  projected  out 
over  the  wheels  so  when  the  cover  was  stretched  on  the  bows,  there 
was  room  for  a  sleeping  bed  at  the  back  of  the  wagon  and  boxes  and 
many  other  things  could  be  stored  under  the  bed. 

My  grandfather's  first  wife,  "Aunt  Polly"  we  called  her,  told 
this  story  about  the  wagon:  "When  everything  was  ready  to  start 
on  the  trip,  Brigham  Young  came  to  examine  the  wagon  to  see  if  it 
was  strong  enough  to  stand  the  trip.  After  examining  it  carefully, 
he  pronounced  it  strong  enough."  But  before  my  grandfather  left, 
he  had  a  chance  to  trade  the  wheels  for  some  with  real  tires  on. 

They  arrived  in  Salt  Lake  in  the  Autumn  of  1852,  and  left  di¬ 
rectly  for  Springville  where  they  spent  the  first  winter  in  the 
old  Fort.  In  the  Spring  he  procured  a  farm  and  did  many  odd  jobs 
to  support  his  family.  They  now  had  eight  children. 

In  1853  he  married  Ruth  Sawyer;  they  had  three  children. 

Lorenzo  helped  build  a  wall  around  Springville  in  the  winter 
of  1853-54.  He  also  assisted  in  building  school  houses.  He  went 
with  several  men  to  Strawberry  to  get  a  certain  kind  of  pine  to 
help  build  the  meeting  house. 

In  1856  Brigham  Young  called  my  grandfather,  who  was  a  mill¬ 
wright,  and  Solomon  Chase  to  help  build  sawmills  in  Big  Cottonwood 
Canyon.  He  helped  build  five  or  six  of  these  mills  in  about  two 
years  while  working  in  Salt  Lake. 


He  returned  to  Springville.  In  1860  he  had  charge  of  build¬ 
ing  a  road  up  Spanish  Fork  Canyon.  He  also  helped  build  a  sawmill 
in  this  same  canyon.  He  was  elected  Mayor  of  Springville  in  1858, 
which  office  he  held  until  1861.  In  1863  he  was  elected  as  Coun¬ 
cilman,  and  was  a  member  of  the  first  Grand  Jury  in  Utah.  He  was 
an  active  citizen. 

He  married  Mary  Ann  Hall  and  my  grandmother,  Emma  James,  on 
the  same  day  in  March  1867  in  the  old  Endowment  House  in  Salt  Lake. 
He  had  five  children  by  Mary  Hall,  three  girls  and  two  boys;  and 
seven  children  by  Emma  James  -  five  girls  and  two  boys. 

He  owned  fifteen  acres  of  land  on  East  Center  Street  which  he 
sold  for  a  yoke  of  oxen  and  a  log  cabin.  He  then  built  a  house  at 
533  East  Center  in  the  year  of  1868. 

He  received  a  call  from  Brigham  Young  to  assist  in  settling 
the  "Muddy"  in  Southern  Utah.  He  took  his  wife,  Mary,  and  their 
four  children  with  him. 

It  was  early  in  December  when  the  start  was  made.  The  com¬ 
pany  consisted  of  Lyman  L.  Wood  and  family  of  Payson,  and  Richard 
Bird,  his  wife,  and  four  sons.  The  company  had  six  wagons  -  four 
drawn  by  horses  and  two  oxen.  The  distance  was  400  miles.  It 
took  them  two  days  to  get  to  Nephi  which  was  considered  very  good 
time.  The  Indians  were  very  troublesome  all  along  the  way,  and 
men  were  forced  to  stand  guard  at  nights  so  they  could  not  steal 
their  horses  and  cattle. 

The  day  they  reached  Cove  Fort,  it  started  to  snow,  and  by 
morning,  there  was  three  feet  of  snow.  The  weather  was  very  cold 
and  traveling  was  very  difficult.  It  took  20  days  to  reach  St. 
George.  Here  they  stayed  for  ten  days,  living  in  dugouts.  Christ¬ 
mas  day  was  spent  here.  They  had  100  miles  yet  to  go.  The  road 
was  very  dangerous;  in  some  places  almost  impassible.  They  went 
by  way  of  Santa  Clara  and  West  Point,  now  called  Overton. 

Erastus  Snow  was  sent  down  to  take  charge  of  the  settlement. 

As  there  was  very  little  water,  Brigham  Young  sent  men  down  to  dig 
a  well.  This  well  was  a  great  help  to  the  little  settlement,  as 
before  its  completion,  they  had  had  to  go  fifty  miles  for  water. 

In  summer  the  heat  was  almost  unbearable.  A  number  of  families  at 
West  Point  worked  hard  to  till  the  soil  and  raise  crops,  but  water 
was  so  scarce  nothing  would  grow. 

The  home  my  grandfather  and  family  lived  in  was  made  of  wil¬ 
lows.  Large  poles  were  placed  in  the  ground  and  willows  woven  in 
and  out  like  a  basket.  There  was  one  door.  A  hole  with  a  cloth 
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stretched  over  it  served  as  a  window.  The  roof  was  thatched  and 
covered  with  dirt. 

Indians  were  very  troublesome,  coming  nearly  every  day  beg¬ 
ging  for  something  to  eat.  But  as  food  was  scarce,  only  a  little 
could  be  given  to  them. 

While  there,  a  son  was  born  to  Aunt  Mary  and  grandfather. 

When  this  baby  boy  was  three  weeks  old,  word  was  received  that  the 
missionaries  were  released.  Everybody  was  very  happy  and  excited; 
preparations  were  made  for  their  return.  Grandfather  had  a  mule 
stolen  just  as  they  were  about  ready  to  leave  and  he  had  great  dif¬ 
ficulty  in  getting  another  one. 

The  children  were  put  to  bed  one  night  in  the  wagon.  When 
they  awoke  in  the  morning,  they  were  on  their  way.  The  road  cross¬ 
ed  the  Virgin  River  many  times  and  the  crossings  were  very  danger¬ 
ous,  especially  after  a  heavy  rain.  One  day  as  they  were  fording 
the  river,  the  mule  got  stubborn  and  lay  down  in  the  water.  The 
quicksand  was  bad.  While  grandfather  was  trying  to  get  him  up, 
the  wagon  wheel  broke.  Grandfather  had  to  carry  his  wife  and- chil¬ 
dren  to  the  bank.  He  then  got  limbs  and  branches  of  mesquite,  put 
them  under  the  wheel,  and  finally  succeeded  in  getting  the  wagon 
out.  He  made  new  spokes  and  fixed  the  wheel  as  good  as  he  could 
with  the  material  he  had.  They  resumed  their  journey  and  soon  ar¬ 
rived  in  Springville. 

Not  long  after  this,  grandfather  decided  to  move  to  Monroe. 

He  took  his  two  wives  with  him  -  Mary  and  Emma.  The  others  soon 
followed.  Grandfather  died  of  pneumonia  in  1872  and  was  the  first 
person  to  be  buried  in  the  Monroe  Cemetery.

MARY  LYMAN  JOHNSON 


It  was  on  Oot.  10,  1811  in  Middletown,  Middlesex  Co.,  Connec¬ 
ticut,  that  a  choice  spirit  came  to  earth  to  gladden  the  lives  of 
Samuel  and  Hannah  Mitchel  Lyman.  She  was  the  fifth  child  of  a  fam¬ 
ily  of  seven  and  they  christened  her  Mary.  In  her  tender  years, 
she  was  deprived  of  the  care  of  her  loving  mother. .After  the  death 
of  Samuel  Lyman's  first  wife,  he  had  married  her  sister,  Hannah 
Mitchel,  the  mother  of  Mary;  and,  after  the  death  of  Hannah,  the 
children  were  separated  and  lived  with  relatives  and  friends. 

The  family  Mary  lived  with  had  a  girl  named  Mary,  so  her  name 
was  changed  to  Polly.  She  was  always  known  as  "Aunt  Polly"  among 
her  host  of  friends.  While  living  in  this  home,  she  had  to  work 
very  hard.  She  was  taught  to  spin  yarn  when  she  was  so  small. she 
had  to  have  a  platform  to  walk  on  to  reach  the  head  of  the  spin¬ 
ning  wheel. 

At  the  age  of  twenty,  she  married  William  Johnson  who  was 
born  in  June  1800  in  Haddam,  Middlesex  Co.,  Conn.  They  moved  from 
there  to  Perry,  Genesse  Co.,  New  York,  where  a  year  later  their 
first  child,  a  daughter,  was  born  and  named  for  her  mother.  Two 
years  of  happiness  together  was  ended  when  William  was  taken  by 
death.  She  later  moved  back  to  Haddam,  Conn,  and  married  Lorenzo 
Johnson,  a  brother  of  William.  After  her  second  child,  a  son,  was 
born  in  Haddam,  they  moved  to  Royal  Oak,  Michigan.  Their  son  was 
named  William  Didgymus  for  her  first  husband. 

While  living  in  Royal  Oak,  four  more  children  were  added  to 
their  family:  -  Eunice  Lucinda,  Harriet  Fidelia,  John  Wesley,  & 
Julia  Mariat. 

They  joined  the  Latter-day  Saints  Church,  and  in  1845  moved 
to  Nauvoo,  Ill.  They  left  there  with  the  Saints,  but  remained  in 
Winter  Quarters  and  vicinity  until  1852,  when  they  left  for  Utah, 
arriving  in  the  Fall  of  the  same  year. 

While  in  Winter  Quarters,  there  were  two  more  children  added 
to  the  family,  two  girls,  Ellen  Amelia  who  was  born  in  1847,  and 
Emily  who  was  born  in  1849.  They  then  had  a  family  of  eight  chil¬ 
dren.  One  of  them  was  our  mother.  Emily  was  permitted  to  live 
here  for  a  period  of  two  and  one-half  years.  After  leaving  for 
Utah,  the  little  child  was  taken  ill  with  cholera.  Due  to  the  ser¬ 
iousness  of  the  sickness,  grandmother  was  forced  to  prepare  the 
body  for  burial  alone.  She  told  us  how  fortunate  she  thought  they 
were  that  grandfather  had  rescued  a  plank  from  the  river.  She 
felt  that  the  Lord  had  provided  it  for  the  very  purpose  for  which 
it  was  used.  A  few  days  after  this  same  plank  had  been  retrieved 
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from  the  river,  it  was  used  as  a  casket  for  the  last  earthly  re¬ 
mains  of  the  dear  child.  Had  they  not  had  it,  the  baby  would  have 
been  laid  to  rest  in  Mother  Earth’s  arms,  wrapped  only  in  a  shawl 
fashioned  by  the  mother's  loving  arms. 

Who  among  us  all  could  so  bravely  bid  farewell  and  leave  be¬ 
hind,  on  the  trackless  plains,  the  tiny  form  of  a  baby,  loved  and 
lost,  and  go  on  each  day  with  tears  for  that  child  so  near  the  sur¬ 
face? 

Our  Grandfather,  being  a  very  good  mechanic,  had  a  good  out¬ 
fit  for  his  trip  across  the  plains. 

Grandmother  drove  a  team  of  horses,  with  the  help  of  her 
girls,  the  entire  distance.  They  traveled  in  a  high-bedded  wagon. 
They  arrived  in  Utah  the  Fall  of  1852.  Aaron  Johnson,  brother  of 
Lorenzo,  was  Captain  of  the  company. 

Grandmother  was  affected  periodically  with  very  sick  headaches 
which  would  keep  her  in  bed  for  several  days.  Grandfather  provid¬ 
ed  her  with  a  high-back  rawhide-bottom  rocking  chair  that  she  rode 
in  the  entire  journey,  and  which  is  now  in  the  possession  of  one 
of  her  grand-children,  and  is  prized  very  highly  by  all  of  her  des¬ 
cendants. 

After  reaching  Utah,  they  settled  in  Springville.  She  often 
told  us  that  through  all  the  trying  hard  times,  and  though  her  hus¬ 
band  was  always  extremely  kind  and  generous  to  those  in  need,  she 
never  remembered  ever  being  without  bread  in  the  home.  She  often 
told  us  of  the  good,  kind  man  her  husband  was;  an  excellent  provid¬ 
er,  very  ambitious,  and  extremely  resourceful.  What  he  needed  by 
way  of  tools  and  implements,  he  always  made.  He  would  go  to  the 
mountains  for  hardwood,  which  was  dried  and  seasoned  for  such  pur¬ 
poses. 

After  having  been  in  the  Valley  a  year,  he  entered  into  the 
then  prevailing  sacred  principle  of  plural-marriage  with  Ruth  Saw¬ 
yer.  After  three  children  were  born  to  this  union,  she,  with  one 
of  the  number,  passed  away,  and  Grandmother  took  the  two  mother¬ 
less  boys  to  raise.  The  two  children's  names  were  Lyman  L.  and 
Charles . 

She  made  a  good  home  for  them  and  they  often  said  no  mother 
could  have  been  kinder  than  she,  or  a  home  more  happy  for  two  moth¬ 
erless  boys.  Later,  when  her  husband  (Lorenzo  Johnson)  married 
two  other  noble  women,  twelve  children  were  added  to  the  household. 

He  later  moved  from  Springville  to  Monroe,  where  he  hoped  to 
establish  homes  for  his  families,  but  in  the  Spring  of  1872,  he 
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was  stricken  and  died.  He  was  the  first  person  to  be  buried  in 
our  now  present  cemetery  at  Monroe. 

After  his  death.  Grandmother  said:  "Take  what  property  there 
is  and  give  to  the  Mothers  of  the  little  children.  I'll  get  along 
someway."  This  was  characteristic  of  her  kind,  benevolent  and  gen¬ 
erous  disposition.  All  who  knew  her  said  she  was  mild,  loving  and 
unselfish. 

She  and  four  of  her  daughters  were  widowed  at  the  same  time; 
three  of  them  married  later,  and  she  came  to  make  her  home  with 
our  mother.  She  lived  in  our  home  while  we  grew  up  from  childhood 
to  years  of  maturity.  She  never  was  known  to  be  displeased  or  to 
express  dis-satisfaction.  She  always  said:  "If  you  can  help  a 
thing,  help  it;  if  not,  don't  worry  about  it." 

The  pleasure  of  her  presence  was  an  inspiring  impression  to 
all.  Among  many  grand  blessings  and  promises,  given  in  her  Patri¬ 
archal  Blessing,  was  the  statement  that  the  Lord  was  well  pleased 
with  her  and  had  endowed  her  with  His  own  attributes. 

She  did  excellent  and  beautiful  sewing,  made  dresses,  suits, 
and  underwear  for  her  family,  all  by  hand.  At  that  time,  sewing 
machines  were  unknown.  She  also  did  knitting  of  stockings,  socks, 
and  sweaters.  The  greater  part  of  the  yarn  was  spun  by  herself. 

Her  children,  grandchildren,  great-grandchildren,  and  many  friends 
remember  her  as  a  Saint,  sitting  patiently  in  that  same  old  rock¬ 
ing  chair  that  she  used  in  her  long  trek  across  the  plains,  using 
her  hands  to  fashion  garments  of  service,  and  of  beauty,  for  all 
of  them. 

Artists  paint  pictures  of  beauty,  but  she  put  into  her  sewing 
all  the  beauty  of  perfection,  plus  the  love,  beaming  countenance 
for  work  so  beautifully  woven. 

Under  her  expert  fingers,  lovely  things  were  fashioned;  hoods 
for  the  babies,  stockings  and  shoes,  shawls  beautifully  knitted  of 
yarn  made  by  her  own  hands;  marvelous  bedspreads  of  rare  beauty 
and  design  of  which  she  made  nine  after  she  was  eighty  years  old, 
knitted  with  the  old-style  knitting  cotton;  Temple  Robes,  all  made 
by  hand  with  stitches  so  small  as  to  be  indiscernable.  Everything 
she  did  was  as  a  Master  Craftsman. 

A  small  velvet  bag  hung  over  the  arm  of  her  chair  and  it  nev¬ 
er  ceased  to  be  a  receptical  of  wonder  and  mystery  to  those  great¬ 
grandchildren  who  came  to  her  for  what  it  contained.  A  peppermint, 
a  small  curl  of  orange  peel,  a  few  dried  prunes,  or  raisins  glad¬ 
dened  their  hearts  as  they  received  them  from  her  with  her  gra¬ 
cious  smile  and  abundant  love  for  them  all. 

Grandmother  was  honored  as  "Utah"  on  the  24th  of  July  at 
Springville  when  she  was  about  eighty  years  old;  and  later  was 


"Utah"  at  Monroe.  In  her  last  years,  she  could  see  to  read  with¬ 
out  the  use  of  glasses,  though  she  used  them  earlier  in  life.  She 
was  interested  in  and  enjoyed  reading  the  newspaper. 

She  lived  to  be  ninety-two  years  old.  She  died  January  8, 
1904,  and  was  buried  in  the  Monroe  Cemetery.

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A  BRIEF  HISTORY  OF  THE  LIFE  OF  JAMES  THOMPSON  LISONBEE 


James  Thompson  Lisonbee,  son  of  Coker  Lisonbee  and  Mary  Calla¬ 
han,  was  born  November  15,  1829  at  Pickens  Co.,  Alabama.  He  came 
to  Utah  in  1854  and  located  at  Springville,  where  he  was  baptized 
August  27  of  the  same  year  (1854)  by  James  R.  Ivie.  He  was  ordain¬ 
ed  a  member  of  the  51st  Quorum  of  Seventies  on  May  25,  1857. 

He  was  called  to  go  to  the  Missouri  River  as  a  teamster  to 
bring  the  emigrating  Saints  to  Utah.  He  married  Ellen  Amelia  John¬ 
son  in  1861  of  Springville.  The  following  year,  1862,  he  volun¬ 
teered  to  go  back  East  again  for  the  purpose  of  bringing  the  Saints 
to  the  West. 

In  1865  he  went  to  Sevier  and  Sanpete  Counties  to  help  pro¬ 
tect  the  people  from  the  Indians,  and  was  an  officer  in  the  Black 
Hawk  Indian  War. 

In  1870  he  was  one  of  the  workmen  on  the  Provo  Woolen  Mills 
building. 

In  the  Spring  of  1871,  he  and  his  wife  and  family  moved  to 
Monroe.  There  he  labored  diligently  in  the  interest  of  the  new 
settlement.  He  spent  much  time  clearing  and  breaking  up  farm  land. 
He  moved  his  family  to  Annabella  in  the  Spring  of  1872,  and  filed 
on  new  land.  There  they  lived  in  a  dugout  for  sometime,  later  on 
building  a  log  room.  This,  they  lived  in  until  late  in  the  Fall, 
without  a  floor,  door,  or  window.  In  1872,  he  was  called  to  go 
back  to  Monroe.  He  was  ordained  Bishop  of  Monroe  by  the  President 
of  Sevier  Stake,  Joseph  A.  Young,  and  was  also  appointed  President 
of  the  United  Order. 

At  April  Conference  in  1876,  he  was  called  on  a  mission  to 
preach  the  Gospel;  and  in  obedience  to  the  call,  started  for  the 
Southern  States  the  same  year,  leaving  Mother  with  six  of  us  chil¬ 
dren  to  care  for.  He  spent  18  months  in  the  Mission  Field,  when 
he  was  released  on  account  of  poor  health.  But,  he  was  so  anxious 
to  stay  and  fill  his  mission,  that  he  stayed  there  six  months  af¬ 
ter  he  received  his  honorable  release.  He  suffered  many  hardships, 
traveling  without  money.  Many  times  he  was  notified  by  a  mob  to 
leave  a  certain  district.  His  diligent  labors  resulted  in  about 
30  members  being  added  to  the  Church.  He  arrived  in  Springville, 
November  28,  1877,  where  he  met  his  wife  and  children.  He  was  tak¬ 
en  sick  with  pneumonia  on  the  1st  of  December  and  died  on  the  9th, 
in  his  38th  year.  He  was  buried  in  Springville.

FAITH  PROMOTING  SERIES 
Lesson  21 

(Published  in  Deseret  News) 


When  a  missionary  is  called  into  the  Field,  he  has  no  idea  of 
the  amount  of  good  his  labors  will  do.  Sometimes  he  will  be  re¬ 
leased  and  return  home  wondering  if  a  single  soul  will  come  to  the 
truth  through  his  labors,  not  knowing  what  seeds  he  has  planted  in 
the  hearts  of  his  listeners  that  will  mature  in  later  time.  There 
would  be  much  satisfaction  in  knowing  and  seeing  the  fruits  of  his 
labors  as  did  Elder  James  T.  Lisonbee. 

He  was  called  to  labor  in  the  state  of  Mississippi,  but,  try 
as  he  would,  he  could  find  no  opening.  Without  really  knowing  why 
he  did  it,  he  packed  up  his  clothing  and  started  for  the  mountains 
of  northern  Alabama,  seemingly  urged  on  by  a  spirit  that  would  not 
let  him  rest.  Day  by  day  he  walked  on,  foot-sore  and  weary,  with¬ 
out  money  and  in  a  land  of  strangers.  He  met  rebuffs  and  then 
kindness;  was  sometimes  well  cared  for,  and  again  hungry. 

He  pushed  on  across  the  Tennessee  River,  climbed  the  Sand  Mt., 
and  one  night  found  shelter  with  a  man  who  sat  up  and  talked  'til 
a  late  hour  with  him  on  the  principles  of  the  Gospel. 

The  next  morning  he  had  prepared  for  another  start  when  his 
host  suggested  that  he  stop  and  preach  to  them.  A  log  cabin,  which 
was  a  church,  was  secured;  the  people  notified,  and  on  Sunday  a 
goodly  crowd  gathered  to  hear  the  new,  strange  doctrine  that  was 
to  be  preached. 

Close  attention  was  paid,  and  after  the  meeting,  one  of  his 
audience  invited  him  to  dinner.  Accompanying  his  new  friend  home, 
he  found  quite  a  few  gathered  to  hear  more  of  his  teachings.  An 
appointment  was  made  for  Tuesday  night  at  a  private  residence 
where  the  room  was  filled,  and  still  another  appointment  was  made. 

The  ministers  became  alarmed,  and  tried  to  have  him  banished 
from  the  community.  He  continued,  however,  to  hold  his  meetings. 
Friends  sprang  up  on  every  side  and  eventually  about  30  people  re¬ 
quested  to  be  baptized  and  made  plans  to  emigrate. 

The  Elder  had  the  privilege  of  leading  out,  by  the  same  road 
he  traveled  coming  up  the  mountain,  a  goodly  company  numbering  60 
or  70  souls.  They  eventually  located  in  the  West  where  they  are 
becoming  good  and  prosperous  Latter-day  Saints.

JOHNSON  LISONBEE 


Ellen  Amelia  Johnson  Lisonbee,  daughter  of  Lorenzo  and  Mary 
Lyman  Johnson,  born  December  12,  1847  at  Winter  Quarters,  Nebraska. 
She  was  the  seventh  child  of  a  family  of  eight  children.  Her  par¬ 
ents  remained  in  Winter  Quarters  with  the  Saints  that  came  to  Utah 
in  1847. 

She  came  to  Utah  with  her  parents  in  1852.  They  settled  an 
Springville.  The  opportunity  for  education  was  very  limited,  but 
she  was  very  studious  and  applied  herself,  and  was  able  to  assist 
in  teaching  school  at  an  early  age. 

She  was  married  to  James  Thompson  Lisonbee  on  April  20,  1861. 
The  first  ten  years  were  spent  in  Springville  where  their  first  4 
children  were  born.  In  1871  they  moved,  with  their  family  of  two 
sons  and  two  daughters,  to  Monroe,  Sevier  Co.,  Utah.  There  they 
lived  in  the  fort  that  had  been  built  to  protect  the  white  people 
from  the  Indians. 

She  taught  the  first  school  in  the  fort  and  was  active  in  all 
the  affairs  of  1873,  living  in  a  dugout  while  the  land  was  being 
cleared  of  sagebrush  preparatory  for  planting  their  crops.  On  Aug. 
25th  their  third  daughter  was  born.  At  this  time  she  lived  in  a 
little  log  room  without  windows,  doors,  or  floor.  I  can  remember 
seeing  her  wetting  the  ground  around  the  stove  and  patting  it  down 
with  a  cloth  to  keep  down  the  dust. 

In  1874  our  father  was  called  back  to  Monroe  to  act  as  Bishop 
and  President  of  the  United  Order,  which  office  he  held  until  his 
death  in  1877.  He  was  set  apart  by  the  President  of  Sevier  Stake, 
Joseph  A.  Young. 

On  May  22,  1875,  another  daughter  came  to  cheer  and  bless 
their  home,  and  was  the  fourth  daughter  and  sixth  child. 

At  the  General  Conference  in  April  1875,  our  father  was  call¬ 
ed  to  fill  a  Mission  to  the  Southern  States  and  left  the  following 
May  for  his  field  of  labor.  Our  mother  endured  many  hardships  of 
pioneer  life  up  to  this  time  and  knew  she  was  left  with  the  respon¬ 
sibility  of  making  a  living  for  a  family  of  six  children.  Her 
cheerful  and  uncomplaining  nature  proved  a  great  help  to  her  in  en¬ 
during  this  burden. 

After  our  father  left  for  his  mission,  she  rented  her  home  to 
the  telegraph  operator's  family  for  the  summer.  The  office  was  in 
her  home,  and  had  been  for  sometime.  She  took  her  family  and  went 
to  Springville  where  there  were  better  opportunities  to  get  work. 
She  and  her  sister,  Harriet  who  also  had  the  responsibility  of  a 
family,  rented  an  orchard.  They  took  care  of  the  fruit  by  drying 


most  of  it  which  consisted  of  apples,  peaches  and  plums.  They  had 
to  build  a  house.  In  the  Fall,  they  sold  the  dried  fruit  to  the 
merchants  for  merchandise.  They  had  to  build  the  scaffold  to  dry 
the  fruit  on  and  carry  all  the  fruit  from  the  orchard  to  the  house. 
The  spare  time  they  had,  after  taking  care  of  the  fruit,  they  sew¬ 
ed  and  did  any  other  work  they  could  get. 

That  Fall,  or  early  Winter,  she  returned  home  to  Monroe. 

Our  father's  health  failed  so  with  hardships  of  his  mission 
that  he  was  released  in  the  Spring,  but  not  being  able  to  get  the 
money  for  his  fare  home,  remained  in  the  Mission  Field  until  early 
winter.  November  28,  1877  he  arrived  in  Springville.  Two  days 
after  arriving  there,  he  was  taken  sick  with  pneumonia  and  died  on 
December  9,  1877.  He  was  buried  in  Springville  on  the  day  our 
mother  was  thirty  years  old. 

It  was  in  sorrow  and  disappointment  that  she  returned  home  to 
resume  the  task  of  taking  care  of  her  family.  She  had  taken  them 
all  with  her,  which  she  was  always  very  thankful  for.  Traveling 
with  horses  and  wagon  just  before  Christmas  made  the  trip  very  un¬ 
pleasant.  She  traveled  in  company  with  a  man  from  Monroe  by  the 
name  of  Richard  Loynd  who  had  hauled  freight  for  the  stores  from 
Salt  Lake  City.  One  night  we  camped  in  York,  a  little  railroad 
terminal;  only  Eastern  people  lived  there.  It  was  just  night  when 
we  arrived  and  Mr.  Loynd  went  to  every  house  in  York  and  tried  to 
get  a  place  for  us  to  get  in  out  of  the  weather,  as  it  had  already 
started  to  storm.  But  it  was  of  no  avail.  Our  mother  then  made  a 
bed  for  us  four  oldest  children  on  the  ground.  She  and  her  mother 
wrapped  themselves  as  comfortably  as  they  could  and  held  the  two 
youngest  children  all  night  in  the  front  end  of  the  wagon.  Wien 
morning  came,  there  was  only  a  mound  of  snow  to  be  seen  where  the 
bed  was  made.  Our  mother's  mother  was  left  a  widow  five  years  be¬ 
fore.  She  was  taking  her  home  with  us  and  she  was  glad  of  the  op¬ 
portunity  to  do  so . 

She  was  always  a  great  comfort  in  the  home.  She  had  a  very 
pleasant  and  cheerful  personality.  She  was  not  only  a  comfort  to 
have,  but  she  was  always  busy  doing  the  family  knitting,  darning, 
and  mending,  which  of  course  was  a  big  help  when  mother  had  to  be 
so  busy  all  the  time  earning  a  living  for  the  family. 

Our  home  was  hers  for  twenty-six  years,  until  she  passed  away 
at  the  age  of  92.  Sometimes  she  would  have  our  father's  mother 
with  her  too.  Our  father's  mother,  Mary  Ann  Callaham  Lisonbee, 
was  blind  and  made  the  task  harder. 
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Our  clothing  for  the  trip  to  meet  father  was  made  of  homemade 
linsie  with  the  help  of  her  sister  Harriet  Tuckett.  They  spun, 
wove,  and  sewed  suits,  dresses  and  underwear.  Her  responsibility 
of  making  a  living  necessitated  her  doing  any  kind  of  family  sew¬ 
ing.  She  would  go  out  and  sew  by  the  day  for  50  cents.  For  her 
sewing  she  would  take  food-stuff  or  whatever  she  could  use  for  her 
family.  She  washed,  and  sometimes  ironed.  For  this  she  would  get 
$1.00  or  $1.25  when  she  took  them  home. 

With  the  kind  cooperation  of  the  manager  of  the  Co-op  store, 
she  was  given  the  work  of  making  men's  jumpers  and  overalls  for 
the  store.  Handling  this  heavy  material  made  the  work  very  stren¬ 
uous.  And  later,  when  the  Nielsen  Brothers  started  in  the  mercan¬ 
tile  business,  in  addition  to  the  jumpers  and  overalls,  she  made 
shirts  and  underwear.  She  would  carry  home  bolts  of  shirting,  cot¬ 
ton  flannel  and  denim,  and  made  articles  by  the  dozen. 

Though  she  faced  many  discouraging  situations,  her  sincere 
faith,  which  comes  from  a  knowledge  of  the  Gospel,  gave  her  cour¬ 
age  and  determination  to  carry  on  in  a  spiritual  as  well  as  a  tem¬ 
poral  way. 

She  took  pride  in  attending  Sunday  School  with  her  family  reg¬ 
ularly  every  Sunday  morning.  She  was  secretary  and  taught  a  class 
for  many  years.  She  was  always  ready  and  willing  to  help  take 
care  of  the  sick.  She  would  wash  and  lay  out  the  dead  bodies  and 
help  make  clothing  for  them,  free,  which  was  then  the  custom. 

One  Fall  she  left  the  children  at  home  and  went  to  Springville 
to  get  work.  She  helped  to  gather  the  Fall  crop  of  fruit.  With 
these  earnings,  she  bought  material  for  the  family  clothing  before 
coming  home.  After  reaching  home,  she  received  notice  of  an  allot¬ 
ment  for  $25.00  on  the  Manti  Temple.  She  called  her  four  daughters 
to  her  and  asked  them  how  they  felt  about  giving  their  new  dresses 
on  the  allotment.  They  were  happy  for  the  privilege.  She  helped 
pay  her  allotment  in  that  way;  the  workmen  taking  it  in  exchange 
for  their  labor. 

She  taught  school  for  a  while,  using  her  home  for  a  school 
room.  About  1880  our  schools  became  permanent.  She  took  the 
teachers  to  board. 

In  about  1884  or  1885,  her  youngest  son  felt  like  he  would 
like  to  stay  at  home  and  farm  if  he  had  more  land  and  perhaps  ar¬ 
range  so  his  mother  wouldn't  have  to  work  so  hard.  She  traded  her 
home  in  town  and  20  acres  of  farm  land  for  more  land  and  a  home  on 
a  farm.  But  when  they  did  this,  they  didn't  have  the  necessary 
animals  and  machinery  to  handle  it,  and  so  it  was  necessary  for 
mother  to  go  to  town,  a  distance  of  about  four  miles  to  sew  all 


day  long  for  the  meager  sum  of  50  cents  and  then  walk  home.  This 
distance  she  walked  many,  many  times. 

While  living  on  the  farm,  she  took  an  invalid  lady  and  her 
little  girl  to  take  care  of;  this  was  a  hard  task  as  the  woman  was 
helpless  with  rheumatism. 

She  also  took  a  family  of  motherless  children  to  care  for. 

A  portion  of  their  earnings  was  used  to  get  something  perman¬ 
ent  on  the  farm,  but  had  to  contend  with  adversity  and  losses  in 
various  ways. 

She  bought  ducks,  turkeys  and  chickens,  hoping  to  get  some¬ 
thing  started  on  the  farm  that  would  bring  in  a  revenue,  but  the 
canal  ran  through  the  farm  and  the  ducks  would  get  in  it  and  stray 
away,  or  something  would  happen  to  them.  Coyotes  would  get  the 
turkeys  and  so  their  hard  earnings  would  be  a  loss. 

Not  long  after,  she  moved  back  to  town  and  still  continued  to 
sew  for  a  living.  She  only  lived  to  the  age  of  56,  passing  away 
on  the  25th  of  December  1903,  at  Monroe,  Utah.
